ELECTED  TO  PRESIDENCY 


Dr.  Claude  Moore  Fuess,  principal  of 
Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  and  well  known 
as  an  educator  and  author,  was  installed  as 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Academy  at  a  meeting  in  the  Noyes  Library 
on  Friday,  September  15.

The  annual  Alumni  Dinner,  which  will  be 
held  at  6:30  this  evening  in  a  large  tent  on 
Morse  Field,  will  bring  to  a  close  the  171st 
Commencement  program.  Increasingly  pop- 
ular, the  dinner  is  expected  to  attract  between 
five  and  six  hundred  people.  All  parents, 
alumni,  neighbors,  and  friends  of  the  Academy 
are  cordially  invited  to  be  present  at  this  event. 

The  school  is  particularly  fortunate  in  hav- 
ing the  Reverend  Carroll  Perry,  trustee  of  the 
Academy,  serve  as  toastmaster  of  the  Alumni 
Dinner  for  the  third  consecutive  year.  The 
principal  speakers  of  the  evening  will  be  Dr. 
Lewis  Perry,  brother  of  the  toastmaster  and 
headmaster  of  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  and 
President  James  McConaughy  of  Wesleyan 
University,  who  delivered  the  Commencement 
address  this  morning. 

The  Byfield  Old  Home  Chorus,  which  has 
made  such  a  fine  contribution  to  the  program 
in  other  years,  will  again  present  a  group  of 
old-fashioned  songs.  Group  singing,  in  which 
all  present  are  urged  to  praticipate.  will  be 
conducted  by  Mr.  Sager  of  the  faculty.

171ST  COMMENCEMENT  PLANS 
MADE  AS  ACADEMY  PREPARES 
TO  GRADUATE  LARGEST  CLASS 


With  the  approach  of  the  171st  Commence- 
ment, Mr.  Eames  has  announced  the  schedule 
of  events  for  the  graduation  exercises  of  the 
largest  class  ever  to  receive  diplomas  from  the 
Academy.  It  is  significant  that  in  times  like 
these  the  oldest  boarding  school  in  America 
should  be  graduating  a  class  of  48  boys,  seven 
more  than  last  year's  class,  which  was  the 
largest  up  until  that  time. 

The  program,  which  has  been  planned  by 
Mr.  Eames  and  the  Commencement  Commit- 
tee, will  begin  on  Sunday,  June  third,  with  the 
Baccalaureate  Service  in  the  Adelynrood  Chap- 
el at  3:30  P.  M.  At  this  service  the  Reverend 
Markham  Stackpole  will  give  the  address. 
Reverend  Stackpole,  who  is  the  father  of  Mr. 
Stephen  Stackpole  of  the  Academy  faculty, 
was  formerly  school  minister  at  Phillips  Acad- 
emy at  Andover  and  is  now  a  teacher  of 
English  at  Milton  Academy.  The  final  exhi- 
bition of  the  Sketching  Class  and  the  Camera 
Club  will  be  held  in  the  Noyes  Library  and 
in  the  Commons  on  Sunday  afternoon. 

The  annual  Senior  Sing  will  be  held  on  Sun- 
set Hill  on  Thursday,  June  seventh.  This 
traditional  and  impressive  part  of  the  Com- 
mencement program  has  grown  to  be  widely 
attended  by  neighbors  and  friends  of  the 
school.  The  first  copies  of  the  Milestone  will 
be  given  out,  and  the  dedication  will  be  re- 
vealed. At  the  conclusion  of  the  Sing,  the 
seniors,  in  caps  and  gowns,  will  march  down 
the  hill  in  single  file,  circle  the  historic  mile- 
stone, and  file  through  the  doorway  of  the 
Mansion  House  while  singing  the  Senior  Song. 

Graduation  exercises  will  take  place  Friday 
morning,  June  eighth,  at  10:30  on  the  lawn 
in  front  of  the  Mansion  House.  At  this  event, 
which  is  the  outstanding  part  of  the  Com- 
mencement program,  President  James  L.  Mc- 
Conaughy of  Wesleyan  University  will  be  the 
principal  speaker.  Diplomas  will  be  present- 
ed at  this  time,  and  the  Headmaster  will  an- 
nounce the  winners  of  the  various  prizes. 

Immediately  following  these  exercises,  the 
Glee  Club  will  present  its  annual  Commence- 
ment concert  in  the  Lang  Gymnasium.  This 
concert  is  of  unusual  interest  because  it  will 
climax  the  most  successful  season  that  the 
Academy  Glee  Club  has  enjoyed  in  recent 
years.

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BOYS  ORIGINATE  PLAN 

TO  RAISE  MONEY  FOR 

NEW  ACADEMY  BUILDING 


Displaying  an  unusual  degree  of  initiative 
and  spirit,  the  boys  have  carefully  designed 
a  plan  for  raising  money  to  build  a  new 
school  building  to  be  started  a  year  from  this 
spring.  This  great  undertaking,  which  has 
the  sanction  and  whole-hearted  approval  of 
the  headmaster,  trustees,  and  faculty,  was  pre- 
sented to  the  entire  school  in  a  special  meet- 
ing on  January  24  by  Mr.  Eames,  Mr.  Cobb, 
and  the  six  boys  who  founded  the  original 
plan.  The  proposed  building  will  include 
facilities  to  relieve  the  over-crowded  condition 
of  the  present  living  room,  dining  room,  and 
kitchens. 

Ever  since  the  first  week  in  December  Mr. 
Cobb,  as  faculty  adviser,  Harrison  Bickford, 
William  Williamson,  Paul  Rutherford,  Rich- 
ard Segler,  Randolph  Tucker,  and  George 
Tryon  have  met  evenings,  even  without  Mr. 
Eames'  knowledge,  to  discuss  the  possibility 
of  undertaking  such  a  plan.  The  proposal 
was  thus  originated  by  the  boys  themselves, 
and  in  this  way  every  angle  of  the  question 
was  seriously  and  thoroughly  thought  out, 
both  among  themselves  and  with  their  par- 
ents during  the  Christmas  vacation. 

Accordingly  on  January  17  the  "Secret 
Six,"  not  yet  sure  whether  action  in  actually 
raising  money  should  begin  this  year  or  not, 
met  and  explained  their  ideas  to  Mr.  Eames. 
Two  days  later  Mr.  Eames  brought  back 
some  new  and  carefully  thought  out  ideas 
which,  when  added  to  the  original  ones,  make 
the  present  plan. 

Following  this  the  committee  thought  it 
best  to  sound  out  the  spirit  of  the  rest  of  the 
student  body  by  enlarging  the  original  group 
to  twenty.  This  was  done,  and  on  Monday 
evening,  January  22,  this  entire  body  voted 
most  enthusiastically  for  carrying  out  the 
plan,  still  a  secret  to  the  rest  of  the  school. 

Two  days  later,  the  evening  of  a  free  day 
was  devoted  entirely  to  explaining  the  ideas 
to  the  rest  of  the  boys.  George  Tryon,  as  act- 
ing chairman  of  the  original  six,  presided  over 
this  meeting  and  introduced  as  first  speaker 
Mr.  Eames  who  clearly  outlined  the  complete 
plan.  Every  one  of  the  six  made  a  short  talk 
on  different  phases  of  the  plan,  and  the  chair- 
man explained  the  purpose  of  seven  student 
committees. 

Already  some  of  these  committees  have  held 
meetings  and  the  chairmen  have  explained  to 
their  members  (who  include  all  the  senior 
class  and  a  few  juniors  and  sophomores)  the 


duties  of  each  boy    in    putting     across     this 
scheme. 

The  nucleus  of  the  entire  plan  is  the  Com- 
mittee on  Student  Campaign  which  is  com- 
posed of  the  first  six  and  Herbert  Badger, 
Gerry  Dietz,  Ernest  Foss,  Nicholas  Hatheway, 
Raymond  Jones,  Minot  Shaw,  Wentworth 
Smith,  and  Edward  Underwood.  Each  of  the 
Secret  Six  is  a  chairman  of  one  of  the  follow- 
ing committees  which  have  been  started: 
Committee  on  Alumni,  on  Records,  on  Time 
Schedule,  on  the  Building,  and  on  Location. 
Robert  Sommer  is  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Publicity. 


BUILDING  CAMPAIGN  DINNER 
BEFORE  SPRING  VACATION 

PROVES  UNUSUAL  SUCCESS 


The  dinner  which  was  held  Tuesday  even- 
ing, March  13,  was  one  of  the  greatest  succes- 
ses the  school  has  had  this  year.  It  was  run 
off  in  fine  shape  by  a  student  committee  com- 
posed of  Herbert  Badger,  Wentworth  Smith, 
and  Russell  Patton.  It  was  held  in  the  Com- 
mons Building  on  the  night  before  the  Spring 
recess,  and  the  main  purpose  of  the  dinner  was 
to  make  the  last-minute  announcements  in  re- 
gard to  the  important  work  to  be  done  by  the 
boys  during  that  vacation. 

As  speakers  after  a  delicious  steak  dinner 
were  Mr.  James  Duncan  Phillips,  Dr.  Allan 
Winter  Rowe,  and  John  Young  of  the  class  of 
1931.  Robert  Sommer,  editor-in-chief  of  The 
Archon,  gave  a  short  talk  on  the  use  of  the 
special  edition  which  was  given  out  at  that 
time,  and  Everett  Black  of  the  senior  class 
was  toastmaster  at  the  affair. 

Mr.  Phillips,  who  is  president  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  gave  a  most  enthusiastic  report  of 
the  feelings  of  the  Board  on  the  question  of 
the  Campaign,  and  to  back  his  report  he 
promised  to  give  five  hundred  dollars  for  every 
thousand  dollars  that  the  boys  raise  up  to 
five  thousand.  This  generous  pledge  was 
greatly  appreciated,  and  Mr.  Phillips  was 
given  a  storm  of  applause. 

The  next  speaker  on  the  program  was  John 
Young  who  delivered  one  of  the  most  polished 
and  perfect  talks  that  any  boy  from  this 
school  has  ever  given.  He  is  taking  a  pre- 
medical  course  at  Johns  Hopkins  in  Baltimore 
and  made  the  trip  here  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  speaking  at  the  banquet.  It  was  a  real  treat 
to  the  school  to  welcome  John  back,  and  sev- 
eral of  the  boys  who  were  here  when  John  was 
an  undergraduate,  enjoyed  talking  over  old 
days  with  him.

COLLEGE  BOARD  CANDIDATES 


GOVERNOR  DUMMER  OPENS 

WITH  FULL  ENROLLMENT 


Governor  Dummer  opened  the  year  with  a 
full  enrollment  of  114,  the  largest  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  school.  The  98  boarding  boys  fill 
all  the  available  dormitory  space  to  capacity. 

Because  of  the  size  of  the  graduating  class 
last  June,  the  Academy  now  has  a  large  pro- 
portion of  new  boys.  Forty-six  per  cent  of 
the  entire  enrollment  is  composed  of  boys 
who  are  experiencing  their  first  year  at  Gover- 
nor Dummer. 

Nearly  half  the  boys  come  from  homes  out- 
side the  state  of  Massachusetts.  New  Jersey 
heads  the  list  with  fourteen,  and  Maine  is 
second  with  ten. 


Of  the  eight  Governor  Dummer  students 
taking  College  Board  examinations  last  June, 
Everett  Black  won  the  distinction  of  receiving 
both  the  highest  single  grade  and  the  highest 
average.  In  mathematics  A  he  earned  a 
grade  of  93%,  and  in  French  B  and  physics 
grades  cf  85%,  making  a  general  average  of 
87.7%. 

Nathaniel  Sanders  and  Charles  Reiche  of 
the  class  of  1933  were  both  admitted  to  Har- 
vard under  the  New  Plan.  Sanders  received 
honors  in  French  Cp.  3,  and  Reiche  was  ex- 
empted from  freshman  English  because  of  his 
high  standing  in  that  subject. 

In  addition  to  the  examinations  taken  un- 
der the  Harvard  New  Plan,  eighteen  of  the 
twenty-three  College  Board  examinations 
taken  by  Governor  Dummer  students  last  June 
were  passed,  and  five  of  them  with  honor 
grades. 

A  survey  of  the  College  Board  record  of 
the  Academy  during  the  past  three  years 
shows  some  interesting  results.  During  that 
period  eighty  examinations  have  been  taken 
and  sixty-nine  of  them  have  been  passed  suc- 
cessfully. Twenty-seven  honor  grades  have 
been  accumulated.

One  of  the  greatest  events  of  the  school 
year  will  take  place  when  the  Governor  Dum- 
mer Glee  Club  journeys  to  Montclair,  New 
Jersey,  to  present  a  concert  in  the  Montclair 
Women's  Club  on  March  14,  at  8.15  p.  m. 

The  Montclair  trip,  similar  in  length  to  the 
New  York  trip  two  years  ago  when  the  Club 
entered  the  Preparatory  School  Contest,  is 
made  possible  this  year  because  of  two 
economies  which  have  been  arranged  to  benefit 
equally  the  members  of  the  Club.  First, 
unusually  low  rates  have  been  offered  by  the 
railroads;  second,  the  trip  has  been  scheduled 
at  the  beginning  of  the  spring  recess  when 
many  of  the  boys  would  be  travelling  to  New 
York  on  their  way  home.  The  school  will 
share  the  expenses  of  the  trip  equally  with  the 
Club  members.

The  boys 
will  be  the  guests  of  Montclair  friends  for 
supper  and  will  then  go  to  the  Women's  Club 
for  the  concert. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  evening  will  be 
the  dance  following  the  concert,  music  by 
Kenneth  Smith  and  his  orchestra.  Members 
of  the  Club  will  spend  the  night  as  guests 
of  Montclair  and  Glen  Ridge  parents.  A  por- 
tion of  the  Club  will  return  to  Boston  the  fol- 
lowing afternoon,  leaving  Grand  Central  Sta- 
tion in  New  York  at  4  o'clock.

OF  BACCALAUREATE  ADDRESS 


"Be  worthy  of  all  you  have  learned  here 
and  an  example  to  those  who  come  after  you, 
in  your  steadfast  concern  for  the  common 
welfare",  said  the  Reverend  Markham  W. 
Stackpole  of  Milton  Academy  in  the  Baccal- 
aureate address  delivered  last  Sunday  in  the 
Adelynrood  chapel. 

"School  spirit  and  public  spirit  have  a  com- 
mon source",  Mr.  Stackpole  pointed  out, 
"and  the  school  spirit  shown  by  the  students 
of  today  in  the  Building  Campaign  gives  good 
promise  of  later  public  spirit  in  the  careers 
of  these  young  men." 

.Mr.  Stackpole  went  on  to  say  that  two  of 
the  best  assets  with  which  a  young  man  can 
begin  his  career  are  a  healthy  respect  for  work 
and  a  love  of  people  rather  than  things.  "Your 
future  opportunities  to  serve  your  fellow  men 
will  be  of  many  kinds.  It  is  the  everyday 
duties  of  the  good  citizen  that  I  desire  to  em- 
phasize, such  as  intelligent,  honest,  faithful 
voting  and  constant  participation  in  local  af- 
fairs. 'That  means  me'  is  the  response  of  the 
right  kind  of  man  when  the  call  comes  for 
some  sort  of  concerted  action  for  the  general 
good.

Expect  to  look 
beyond  the  confines  of  your  own  position  and 
to  make  the  common  welfare  a  part  of  your 
business.  It  is  inspiring  to  think  of  the  op- 
portunities you  will  have  to  serve  mankind, 
and  it  is  encouraging  to  us  older  men  to  think 
of  the  good  work  you  will  do."

ADDITIONS  TO  FACULTY 

MAKE  RATIO  OF  MASTERS 

TO  STUDENTS  ONE  TO  SIX 


Three  additions  to  the  faculty  have  been 
made  this  year,  bringing  the  total  to  seventeen 
and  making  the  ratio  of  masters  to  boys  1  to  6. 

Philip  H.  Cobb,  A.  B.  Bowdoin  and  M.  A. 
Harvard,  comes  to  Governor  Dummer  this 
fall  to  teach  biology  and  general  science,  and 
to  act  as  a  dormitory  master  on  the  second 
floor  of  Moody  House.  Mr.  Cobb  prepared 
for  college  at  the  Moses  Brown  school  in 
Providence.  After  being  graduated  cum  laude 
from  Bowdoin  in  1917  and  taking  a  year  of 
graduate  work,  he  served  as  an  instructor  in 
science  at  the  Loomis  School  for  a  period  of 
six  years.  Since  1917  Mr.  Cobb  has  been  the 
director  of  Camp  Winona,  a  summer  camp  for 
boys  at  Denmark,  Maine. 

Stephen  H.  Stackpole,  A.  B.  Harvard,  has 
been  added  to  the  faculty  to  teach  history  and 
to  supervise  the  second  floor  of  Perkins.  Pre- 
paring for  college  at  Milton  and  Phillips 
Academy,  Andover,  he  entered  Harvard  with 
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honors  in  Greek  and  highest  honors  in  physics, 
and  was  the  recipient  of  the  Swift  scholarship 
during  his  freshman  year.  He  was  an  officer 
of  the  D.  U.  Club,  and  a  member  of  Hasty 
Pudding  —  Institute  1770  and  of  Signet 
Society.  He  was  a  leader  of  the  Instrumental 
Clubs  and  during  his  senior  year  served  as 
president  of  the  Lampoon,  chairman  of  the 
Dunster  House  committee,  Ivy  Orator,  and 
class  agent  for  the  Harvard  alumni  fund. 

William  C.  Fowle,  the  third  new  master,  is 
a  graduate  of  Williams  College  in  the  class  of 
1932.  During  his  undergraduate  days  he 
was  extremely  active  in  the  activities  of  the 
college,  and  gained  an  excellent  reputation 
through  his  performance  on  the  athletic  field. 
For  three  years  he  played  at  quarter-back  on 
the  varsity  team  and  was  captain  of  football 
during  his  senior  year.  He  also  was  a  valu- 
able basketball  and  baseball  player.  At  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  Mr.  Fowle  is  assistant  football 
coach,  dormitory  master  on  the  third  floor  of 
Commons,  and  teacher  of  French. 

Four  new  courses  have  been  added  to  the 
curriculum  this  year.  Mr.  Mitchell  is  con- 
ducting a  class  in  advanced  algebra,  Mr.  Allen 
is  teaching  second  and  third  year  German, 
and  Mr.  Cobb  is  introducing  a  course  in 
biology.

BRUEGHEL  REPRODUCTIONS 

GIVEN  BY  MRS.  EDWARD  A.  EAMES 


This  summer  Mrs.  Edward  A.  Fames, 
mother  of  the  Headmaster,  presented  to  the 
Academy  an  imported  set  of  over  thirty  of 
the  famous  full  color  reproductions  of  most 
of  the  important  works  of  Peeter  Brueghel. 
These  pictures  have  been  hung  in  the  second 
and  third  floors  of  Peirce  dormitory,  and  in 
the  second  floor  of  Moody  House. 

Mrs.  Eames  is  planning  to  give  framed  pic- 
tures to  the  school  each  year  until  every  room 
contains  one  fine  original  or  reproduction 
which  will  set  the  standard  for  further  decora- 
tions which  the  individual  boy  may  add.  Dur- 
ing the  past  two  years  Mrs.  Eames  has  given 
sets  of  Holbein  and  Medici  reproductions,  in 
accordance  with  this  plan. 

The  reproductions  in  the  recent  gift  are 
rich  in  color,  full  of  figures,  and  deal  with  a 
variety  of  subjects.  Often  a  painting  is  re- 
produced entire  and  supplemented  by  several 
"details"  of  the  same  picture  in  separate 
frames.  One  that  has  attracted  the  most  at- 
tention contains  many  groups  of  small  children 
who  are  playing  most  of  the  games  of  the 
sixteenth  century.  We  are  familiar  with  a 
majority  of  the  games  even  today.

FOR  SKETCHING  CLASSES

Outstanding  among  the  improvements  made 
in  the  school  during  the  summer  months  is  the 
new  studio  for  the  work  of  the  sketching  and 
mechanical  drawing  classes.  It  is  located  in 
the  basement  of  the  Noyes  Library,  in  the 
room  which  was  formerly  occupied  by  the 
school  shop. 

Mr.  Morey  Eames,  who  is  in  charge  of  the 
sketching  and  mechanical  drawing  work,  drew 
up  the  plans  for  the  studio.  It  is  furnished 
with  the  necessary  equipment  for  the  work  of 
his  classes,  including  a  press  for  linoleum  block 
printing. 

A  large  closet  adjoining  the  studio  contains 
stalls  for  each  boy's  drawing  equipment  and 
paint  set,  cupboards  for  valuable  paintings, 
and  a  small  library  containing  books  related 
to  sketching  and  mechanical  drawing.  Thirty- 
six  frames  have  been  kindly  donated  by  Mrs. 
Edward  A.  Eames  of  Buffalo,  and  these  will 
be  reserved  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
sketching  classes. 

Large  windows  on  two  sides  of  the  room 
furnish  good  light,  and  an  effective  lighting 
system  has  been  installed  for  dull  days  and 
for  use  at  night. 
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CHARTER  MEMBERS  NAMED 

FOR  ACADEMY  CHAPTER 

OF  CUM  LAUDE  SOCIETY 


Following  the  election  of  Governor  Dum- 
mer to  membership  in  the  Cum  Laude  Society, 
six  members  of  the  faculty  have  been  named 
charter  members:  Mr.  Eames,  Mr.  Mitchell, 
Mr.  Nash,  Mr.  Mercer,  Mr.  Jacob,  and  Mr. 
Dunning.  This  group,  with  Mr.  Mitchell  as 
chairman  and  Mr.  Nash  as  secretary,  has 
adopted  a  set  of  by-laws  and  has  nominated 
for  membership  in  the  chapter  certain  alumni 
of  the  past  three  years. 

The  Cum  Laude  Society  was  founded  at 
the  Tome  School  in  1906.  Its  object  is  the 
encouragement  and  reward  of  high  attainment 
on  the  part  of  students  in  secondary  schools, 
and  the  means  it  employs  to  accomplish  this 
object  are  similar  to  those  used  bv  the  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  Society.  The  organization  is  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  Marvland. 

At  the  end  of  the  spring  term  a  group  will 
be  elected  to  membership  from  the  senior 
class,  and  will  be  initiated  together  with  the 
alumni  members  who  have  alreadv  been  nomi- 
nated. The  alumni  are:  Class  of  1931:  Wel- 
don  Ray,  Howard  Rosenfeld,  William  Fearn- 
side,  and  John  Young:  Class  of  1932:  William 
Johnson,  Martin  Gowdey,  and  Ernst  Krippen- 
dorf;  Class  of  1933:  Andrew  Linscott,  Calvin 
Eldred,  Paul  Dillingham,  Baird  Hodgkinson, 
and  David  Tatman. 

The  By-laws  adopted  bv  the  Governor 
Dummer  chapter  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  name  of  the  chapter  shall  be  the 
"Governor  Dummer  Chapter". 

2.  New  members  shall  be  elected  annually 
at  the  close  of  the  spring  term  from  the  grad- 
uating class. 

3.  New  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at 
the  close  of  the  spring  term. 

4.  Changes  in  the  By-laws  shall  be  made 
only  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  chapter. 

5.  To  be  eligible  for  membership  a  student 
shall : 

A.  Have  attained  a  general  average  of  80% 
for  his  senior  year. 

B.  Stand  in  the  first  fifth  of  his  class. 

6.  The  mere  fulfilment  of  the  qualifications 
listed  under  By-law  5  shall  not  automatically 
determine  a  student's  eligibility  for  election. 
In  addition,  a  three-fourths  vote  by  ballot  of 
the  faculty  members  of  the  chapter  shall  be 
necessary  for  election. 

7.  In  electing  new  members  the  faculty 
members  of  the  chapter  shall  be  urged  to  con- 
sider the  following  factors  in  determining  qual- 
ifications for  membership: 


A.  The  nature  of  the  courses. 

B.  The  number  of  courses  repeated. 

C.  The  effort  expended  by  the  student. 

D.  The  record  of  the  student  at  Governor 
Dummer  or  at  other  schools  prior  to  his  senior 
year. 

E.  The  record  of  the  student  in  the  College 
Board  Examinations. 

F.  Marked  deficiency  in  particular  subjects. 

8.  During  the  first  week  of  May  the  secre- 
tary shall  report  to  the  president  the  names  of 
those  members  of  the  senior  class  who  have, 
up  to  and  including  the  grades  of  May  first, 
met  the  requirements  of  By-law  5  A  above. 
A  list  of  all  candidates  eligible  under  the  re- 
quirements of  By-law  5  A  above  as  determined 
by  their  yearly  average  as  of  May  first  shall 
then  be  prepared  by  the  president.  He  shall 
submit  this  list  to  the  faculty  members  of  the 
chapter  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  as  soon  there- 
after as  he  deems  practicable. 


MR.  JOHNSON  O'CONNOR 

VISITS  SCHOOL  TO  GIVE 

TESTS  FOR  APTITUDES 


Mr.  Johnson  O'Connor,  a  member  of  the 
faculties  of  both  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  and  Stevens  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, came  to  Governor  Dummer  during  the 
week  of  January  15  to  give  his  aptitude  tests 
to  a  group  of  students.  The  individual  tests, 
which  take  two  hours,  are  designed  to  deter- 
mine as  far  as  possible  a  boy's  native  apti- 
tudes, and  they  are  often  helpful  in  selecting 
the  business  or  profession  for  which  a  boy  is 
naturally  fitted. 

During  Mr.  O'Connor's  visit  many  of  the 
students  enjoyed  the  opportunity  of  talking 
individually  with  him  about  his  work,  and  at 
the  evening  meeting  on  January  16  he  spoke 
briefly  to  the  entire  school.  His  present  work 
was  started  in  the  plant  of  the  General  Electric 
Company  in  Lynn,  where  a  series  of  tests  was 
given  to  employees  in  various  departments  of 
the  company  in  an  effort  to  determine  certain 
characteristics  of  each  class.  Since  that  time 
hundreds  of  men  and  women  in  a  variety  of 
professions  and  fields  of  business  have  been 
tested  with  a  similar  purpose  in  view. 

Mr.  O'Connor  offered  to  give  group  tests  in 
vocabulary  and  music  to  any  boys  wishing  to 
take  them,  and  almost  half  of  the  school  took 
advantage  of  this  offer.  As  a  result  of  Mr. 
O'Connor's  years  of  experimental  and  research 
work  in  the  Human  Engineering  Laboratories, 
he  is  convinced  that  there  is  a  close  connec- 
tion between  a  large  vocabulary  and  success. 
In  his  article  on  this  subject  in  the  February

Atlantic  Monthly  he  says,  "An  exact  and  ex- 
tensive vocabulary  is  an  important  concomi- 
tant of  success.  So  much  is  known.  Further- 
more, such  a  vocabulary  can  be  acquired.  It 
increases  as  long  as  an  individual  remains  in 
school  or  college,  but  without  conscious  effort 
does  not  change  materially  thereafter."

The  definition  which  President  Ogilby 
seemed  to  prefer  was,  "Education  is  the  pro- 
cess of  lengthening  the  radius  of  the  mobility 
of  the  human  mind."  Schools  and  colleges  can- 
not be  expected  to  educate  a  person;  the  best 
they  can  do  is  to  offer  the  environment  and  the 
opportunities  from  which  the  person  may  edu- 
cate himself.

Mr.  Walter  Bentley,  former  master  at 
Governor  Dummer  and  director  of  Camp 
Wyanoke,  was  the  guest  of  the  school  at  the 
regular  evening  meeting  on  Washington's 
birthday.  He  spoke  most  entertainingly  of 
the  life  at  the  Academy  during  the  period 
immediately  preceding  the  World  War.  Mr. 
Bentley  was  a  member  of  the  faculty  from 
1911  until  1917,  and  it  was  through  his  per- 
sonal efforts  that  Mason  Cottage,  the  present 
home  of  Mr.  Jacob  of  the  faculty,  was  built. 

In  recalling  those  early  days,  Mr.  Bentley 
blended  the  serious  and  humorous  aspects  of 
campus  life  to  produce  a  vivid  picture  of  the 
school  under  the  headmastership  of  Dr. 
Charles  Ingham.  "The  whole  heart  of  the 
school  revolved  around  the  Mansion  House," 
he  said,  "and  the  forty  odd  boys  who  attended 
the  school  carry  a  cherished  memory  of  those 
days." 

Several  of  the  buildings  were  quite  different, 
and  Peirce  Hall,  the  Lang  Gymnasium,  and 
the  Noyes  Memorial  Library  were  not  in  exist- 
ence. Perkins  Hall  was  then  the  gymnasium, 
and  Peirce  Cottage  stood  on  the  site  of  the 
present  Peirce  Hall. 

In  speaking  of  the  historical  tradition  of 
the  Academy,  Mr.  Bentley  mentioned  the  fact 
that  at  one  time  every  member  of  the  Har- 
vard faculty  was  a  graduate  of  the  school, 
and  for  a  time  the  Academy  sent  more  boys 
to  Harvard  than  any  other  school  in  the 
country. 

In  closing  his  remarks,  Mr.  Bentley  stated 
that  he  was  delighted  with  the  new  building 
program.  He  pointed  out  that  such  a  program 
is  the  greatest  thing  the  boys  could  possibly 
undertake,  and  that  the  effort  devoted  to  the 
erection  of  a  new  building  is  the  most  lasting 
and  satisfying  memory  the  boys  will  have  in 
later  years.

UNUSUAL  ART  EXHIBITION 

INCLUDES  BENSON  PAINTINGS 


An  unusually  fine  and  important  exhibition 
of  water  colors,  lithographs,  and  prints  has 
been  on  view  in  the  Commons  and  the  Noyes 
Memorial  Library  since  November  20.  Twelve 
water  colors  by  Frank  H.  Benson,  N.  A.,  of 
Salem,  and  a  representative  group  of  the 
works  of  Mons  Breidvik,  Scandinavian- 
American  artist,  are  included  in  the  exhibi- 
tion. 

Tea  was  served  in  the  Commons  on  Sunday 
afternoon,  December  10,  and  all  persons  in- 
terested in  viewing  the  pictures  were  welcome 
to  attend.  A  similar  tea  is  planned  for  Sun- 
day afternoon,  December  17. 

Mr.  Benson's  water  colors  replace  a  collec- 
tion of  marines  by  his  brother,  John  Benson. 
Frank  Benson,  who  ranks  among  the  foremost 
contemporary  American  artists,  is  extremely 
versatile.  He  is  well-known  for  his  oil  paint- 
ings, water  colors,  etchings,  portraits,  and 
studies  of  bird  life.  Following  an  exhibition 
of  his  etchings  at  the  Academy  last  year,  Mr. 
Benson  gave  to  the  school  a  number  of  rare 
and  valuable  prints  from  his  private  collec- 
tion. 

Mons  Breidvik  Makes  Gift  to  School 
During  Recent  Visit 

Mons  Breidvik  recently  visited  the  Acad- 
emy and  spent  several  days  working  on  the 
campus,  gathering  material.  He  is  an  author- 
ity on  colored  wood-block  printing  and  en- 
joys a  considerable  reputation  for  his  litho- 
graphs and  portraits.  A  native  of  Norway, 
Mr.  Breidvik  moved  with  his  family  to  the 
United  States  following  the  war. 

A  previous  issue  of  The  Archon  announced 
that  Mr.  Breidvik  had  given  to  the     school 


two  of  his  lithographs.  During  his  recent 
visit  he  expressed  his  interest  in  the  work  that 
is  being  done  here  and  added  to  his  gift  two 
etchings  of  his  native  land. 

Three  Exhibitions  Held  at  School 
Since  Vacation 

Three  art  exhibitions  have  been  presented 
at  the  Academy  since  the  Christmas  vacation. 
At  the  present  time  a  group  of  portraits  by 
Harry  Sutton,  Jr.,  is  on  view  in  the  Com- 
mons, and  a  collection  of  pencil  drawings  by 
Curtis  Allen  is  in  the  Noyes  Memorial  Lib- 
rary. 

The  medium  used  by  Mr.  Sutton  is  tem- 
pera, which  is  a  mixture  of  dry  pigment  and 
the  white  of  egg,  capable  of  giving  the  pic- 
tures a  clear,  clean  appearance.  Each  of  the 
portraits  in  this  group  was  done  in  two  hours. 
It  is  interesting  that  the  oil  portrait  of  Dr. 
Ingham,  which  hangs  permanently  in  the 
Library,  was  done  by  Mr.  Sutton  several 
years  ago. 

Mr.  Allen,  a  professor  at  M.  I.  T„  has  be- 
come nationally  known  for  his  pencil  draw- 
ings. The  pictures  now  at  the  Academy  are 
the  same  that  have  just  been  shown  at  the 
Guild  of  Boston  Artists,  of  which  Mr.  Allen 
is  a  member. 

"1933  at  MacMahan  Island,  Maine"  was 
the  title  of  the  exhibition  of  oil  paintings  by 
Mr.  Philip  Little  of  Salem,  on  view  at  the 
school  until  January  29.  The  pictures,  repre- 
sent  the   bulk  of  his    last    summer's    work. 

Exchange  Exhibit  Held  With 
Phillips  Academy 

An  innovation  in  the  Sketching  course  at 
Governor  Dummer  is  the  exchange  exhibition 
now  taking  place  between  this  school  and 
Phillips  Academy  at  Andover.  The  work  of 
Mr.  Morey  Eames'  classes  is  on  display  in  the 
Addison  Gallery  at  Andover,  while  the  An- 
dover exhibition  is  on  view  in  the  Noyes 
Memorial  Library. 

The  two  classes  are  doing  entirely  different 
types  of  work,  it  is  apparent  from  a  com- 
parison of  the  drawings  and  paintings  in  the 
two  exhibitions.  Andover  has  produced  a 
more  specialized  type  of  work,  while  Mr. 
Eames  has  drilled  his  classes  in  a  variety  of 
subjects  so  as  to  get  a  well  rounded  course  in 
a  single  year. 

A  group  of  ten  water  colors  by  Ralph  W. 
Gray  were  placed  on  exhibition  in  the  Com- 
mons Building  on  May  14.  Mr.  Gray  is 
among  the  leading  water  color  painters  of  the 
country,  and  his  style  is  suggestive  of  Mr. 
Frank  Benson's,  under  whom  he  studied.

DR.  ALFRED  STEARNS  AMONG 

YEAR'S  VESPER  SPEAKERS 


A  Sunday  evening  vesper  service  is  held  each 
week  in  the  living  room  of  Commons.  Roth 
students  and  masters  attend  this  service,  which 
includes  a  number  of  hymns  and  a  short  talk 
by  an  outside  speaker. 

Among  the  speakers  at  the  services  this 
year  have  been  the  Reverend  Carroll  Perry  of 
Ipswich,  the  Reverend  Glenn  Tilley  Morse  of 
West  Newbury,  the  Reverend  Markham  W. 
Stackpole  of  Milton  Academy,  Professor 
James  Cleland  of  Amherst  College,  the  Rev- 
erend Wallace  Anderson  of  Manchester,  and 
the  Reverend  William  Patton  of  Glen  Ridge. 

Dr.  Alfred  E.  Stearns,  retired  headmaster  of 
Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  presented  a  me- 
morable talk  at  the  Vesper  service  on  April 
22.  He  chose  as  his  subject  the  Old  Testa- 
ment story  of  Elijah  and  the  still  small  voice 
of  God.  In  the  quiet  which  followed  the 
earthquake  and  fire,  the  voice  told  Elijah 
that  he  must  not  be  a  coward;  he  must  go 
back  and  face  the  greatest  task  of  his  life. 

The  voice  of  conscience,  Dr.  Stearns  said, 
is  the  voice  of  God  speaking  within  each  one 
of  us.  We  all  have  moments  when  we  realize 
that  we  have  not  been  our  best  selves.  Our 
conscience  speaks  to  us  afterwards,  and  if  we 


do  not  listen  to  this  still  small  voice  we  shall 
find  that  it  speaks  less  and  less  clearly.  In 
closing,  Dr.  Stearns  told  the  story  of  an  An- 
dover boy  who  was  not  satisfied  until  he  had 
passed  on  to  others  less  fortunate  than  him- 
self some  of  the  benefits  he  had  received  from 
his  education. 

Reverend  Leslie  Glenn  Among 
Vesper  Speakers 

Reverend  Leslie  Glenn  of  Christ  Church  in 
Cambridge,  speaking  at  the  Vesper  service  on 
May  13,  told  the  fascinating  story  of  Helen 
Keller.  Born  deaf  and  blind,  Helen  Keller 
had  developed  into  a  savage  little  animal  at 
the  age  of  seven  years  when  Anne  Sullivan 
Macy  first  began  to  teach  her.  Beginning 
with  single  words,  then  forming  sentences, 
Mrs.  Macy  was  finally  able  to  develop  the 
mind  which  was  shut  off  from  the  world. 

To  see  things  as  they  are,  Mr.  Glenn  said, 
is  a  hard  struggle  for  all  of  us.  If  we  close 
our  eyes  after  the  first  glance  we  see  only 
"men  as  trees  walking",  but  if  we  keep  them 
open  we  begin  to  see  clearly  and  to  under- 
stand the  life  about  us. 

Mr.  Paradise  Traces  Connection  Between 
Andover  and  Governor  Dummer 

Mr.  Scott  H.  Paradise,  the  assistant  to  the 
headmaster  of  Phillips  Academy,  Andover, 
read  an  exceedingly  fine  and  interesting  paper 
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at  the  Vesper  service  on  Sunday,  October  22. 
The  paper  was  of  particular  interest  because 
it  showed  the  close  link  between  Phillips 
Academy  and  Governor  Dummer.  Mr.  Para- 
dise told  of  the  lives  and  characters  of  Samuel 
Phillips,  the  founder  of  Phillips  Academy,  and 
of  Eliphalet  Pearson,  the  first  headmaster  at 
Andover.  Both  of  these  men  were  students 
at  Governor  Dummer  under  Master  Moody. 

Mr.  Monroe  Speaks  on  Opportunity  for 
Intellectual  Development 

Speaking  on  January  14  was  Mr.  Vernon 
Monroe,  secretary  to  President  Conant  of 
Harvard.  He  pointed  out  that  during  the 
years  from  fifteen  to  twenty,  one's  opportun- 
ity for  intellectual  development  is  finest.  One's 
powers  decay  if  they  are  not  used;  inspirations 
and  the  dramatic  pursuit  of  ideas  should  not 
be  permitted  to  die.  Few  practical  facts  are 
gained  in  school  or  college,  but  the  training 
in  discipline,  the  development  of  constructive 
imagination  and  of  broad  vision,  and  the  free 
pursuit  of  intellectual  ideas  will  qualify  one 
for  future  life. 

Mr.  Buell  Compares  Ancient  and  Modern 
Civilization 

Mr.  Charles  C.  Buell  of  Milton  Academy 
spoke  on  January  21,  choosing  as  his  topic, 
"Which  is  more  civilized:  the  ancient  Greek, 
or  modern  man?"  He  defined  a  civilized  man 
as  one  who  could  see  the  other  fellow's  point 
of  view  and  act  upon  it  wisely.  In  all  argu- 
ments where  there  are  able  men  on  both  sides, 
either  a  compromise  must  be  reached  or  strife 
will  follow.  In  a  compromise  each  side  must 
be  willing  to  give  up  something  and  to  co- 
operate for  the  common  good. 

On  January  28  the  Reverend  Palfrey  Per- 
kins of  Kings  Chapel,  Boston,  spoke  on  "One's 
decent  self".  "Decent"  in  the  English  sense 
means  "best"  or  "finest".  One  cannot  escape 
one's  decent  self.  Codes  and  standards  set  up 
years  ago,  particularly  those  concerning  moral 
questions,  may  be  disregarded  if  one  will  "be 
loyal  to  the  royal  in  one's  self." 


HARVARD  CLUBS  PRESENT 

POPULAR  ENTERTAINMENT 


The  most  noteworthy  entertainment  of  the 
fall  term  took  place  Saturday,  December 
ninth,  when  the  Harvard  University  Instru- 
mental Clubs  gave  a  concert  in  the  Lang  Gym- 
nasium before  a  large  audience  of  students, 
faculty,  and  friends  of  the  Academy. 

The  concert  consisted  of  numbers  by  the 
Mandolin  Club,  Banjo  Club,  Vocal  Club, 
Pyorrhean  Sorority,  and  last  but  not  least,  the 


Gold  Coast  Orchestra.  The  Gold  Coast 
Orchestra  was  the  most  popular  organization 
on  the  program  and  drew  much  applause  for 
"Make  Believe"  and  "Puddin'  Head  Jones". 
"Goofus"  by  the  Banjo  Club  will  be  remem- 
bered as  one  of  the  high  lights  of  the  evening. 

Atlantic  Monthly  Editor  Lectures 
On  Experiences 
Mr.  Edward  Weeks  of  the  Atlantic  Month- 
ly Press  gave  a  lecture  on  "Experiences  in  an 
Author's  Workshop"  in  the  Commons  on  Sat- 
urday evening,  January  13.  Mr.  Weeks  spoke 
of  the  requisites  which  an  author  must  have. 
Most  important  of  all,  he  stated,  was  the  fact 
that  one  must  have  a  continual  store  of  ideas, 
for  an  author's  imagination  must  never  run 
out.  Time,  too,  is  one  of  the  essentials  of 
writing.  Mr.  Weeks  mentioned  how  authors 
have  created  their  workshops  free  from  the 
cares  of  the  outside  world,  and  there  they  have 
sptnt  the  better  hours  of  the  day. 

Dr.  Sigmund  Spaeth  Here  As  Entertainer 
April  7 

Dr.  Sigmund  Spaeth,  known  as  "The  Tune 
Detective",  presented  an  interesting  entertain- 
ment in  the  living  room  of  the  Commons 
Building  on  Saturday  evening,  April  7.  Seated 
at  the  piano,  Dr.  Spaeth  analyzed  a  great 
many  of  the  popular  songs  of  the  day  and 
traced  the  origin  of  each  part  of  the  melody. 
At  the  end  of  each  analysis,  he  sang  the  entire 
song,  using  the  original  words  of  each  part  and 
creating  ridiculous  effects. 

First  Sound  Picture  is  Presented 
at  Entertainment 

A  new  and  successful  experiment  in  Satur- 
day evening  entertainments  was  made  on 
October  21  when  the  Gymnasium  became  the 
scene  of  a  talking  picture,  "The  Big  Cage", 
starring  Clyde  Beatty  and  presented  by  Carl 
Laemele.  Moving  pictures  have  been  shown 
at  the  Academy  on  numerous  occasions,  but 
never  before  with  sound  effect. 

Clyde  Beatty,  the  principal  character  of 
the  picture,  is  the  world's  most  famous  ani- 
mal trainer,  and  he  is  seen  in  many  thrilling 
experiences  and  adventures  with  wild  animals. 
One  particularly  memorable  scene  was  not  in 
the  original  script  of  the  play,  and  was  made 
possible  only  through  the  daring  of  the  photo- 
grapher. While  the  picture  was  being  made, 
a  large  tiger  became  enraged  and  sprang  at 
one  of  the  lions,  and  the  fight  which  followed 
was  one  of  the  best  parts  of  the  film. 

The  reception  given  this  entertainment 
was  fine,  and  many  favorable  comments  have 
been  reported.  Sound  pictures  will  probably 
be  brought  to  the  Academy  again. 
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SCHOOL  SPIRIT 


"School  spirit"  seems  to  be  rather  a  trite 
Miibject  for  an  editorial;  but  we  are  dealing 
with  an  expression  of  that  spirit  at  Governor 
Dummer,  rather  than  with  that  intangible  en- 
thusiasm and  regard  for  one's  school  which  is 
usually  termed  "school  spirit". 

For  the  last  three  years  the  spirit  of  Gover- 
nor Dummer  has  shown  itself  in  very  real 
benefits  to  the  Academy.  The  draining  of  the 
athletic  field  in  the  spring  of  1932,  the  build- 
ing of  a  dam  to  make  a  new  and  larger  hock- 
ey rink  available  in  the  fall  of  1932,  and  the 
building  of  a  board  track  in  the  fall  of  1933 
are  symbols  of  the  spirit  of  the  student  body. 
However,  the  project  inaugurated  by  the  boys 
in  1934  is  so  ambitious  that  it  can  actually 
express  the  spirit  of  every  boy  in  school. 

The  boys  have  realized  the  needs  of  the 
Academy,  and  have  decided  upon  a  project 
to  provide  the  school  with  a  new  building. 
The  building,  important  as  it  is,  is  over- 
shadowed by  the  ambition  and  spirit  of  the 
entire  school.  Backed  by  the  faculty  and  the 
trustees,  the  students  have  organized  commit- 
tees to  carry  this  plan  to  completion.  The 
success  of  the  plan  depends  on  the  entire 
student  body;  and  this  group  has  shown  it- 
self to  possess  the  incentive  to  plan  and  exe- 
cute this  project. 

It  seems  fitting  that  the  students  of  the  old 
est  boys'  boarding  school  in  America  should 
possess  the  spirit  to  support  the  Academy  in 
some  material  manner.  This  plan  is  not  the 
outburst  of  one  year's  enthusiasm,  but  rather 
a  definite  expression  of  what  each  and  every 
boy  feels  for  the  school.  We  can  not  help  but 
realize  that  such  devotion  is  headed  for  re- 
markable success.  W.  S.

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SCHOOL  -  HOUSE  OF  1763 

USHERS  IN  NEW  PERIOD 

IN  HISTORY  OF  BYFIELD 


"Feb.  28,  1763,  Mond.  Very  stormy." 
Thus  reads  an  entry  in  the  diary  of  the  Rev- 
erend Moses  Parsons,  the  pastor  of  the  By- 
field  Parish  from  1744  to  1783  Mr.  Parsons 
had  the  habit  of  making  two  kinds  of  remarks 
in  his  diary, — very  brief  ones  from  day  to 
day,  and  fuller  ones  of  the  more  important 
events  entered  separately.  And  so  it  is  that 
we  find  another  entry  for  the  same  date: 

"Dummer  Charity 
School  opened  Feb. 
28.  Pd.  (preached) 
upon  ye  occasion  a 
public  lecture  fr'm 
Isai.  32.8  when  Mr. 
Sam  Moody  of  York 
took  the  charge 
thereof.  Said  school 
began  the  next  day 
viz.  March  1 , 
1763." 

The  text  referred 
to,  in  the  version  of 
that  day,  reads, 
"But  the  liberal  de- 
viseth  liberal  things, 
and  by  liberal  things 
shall  he  stand."  We 
are  told  in  Dr.  Jo>n 
L.  Ewell's  The 
Story  oj  By  field 
that  "Mr.  Parsons 
was  happy  in  his 
choice  of  texts,  and 
never  more  so  than 
on  that  day.  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  had 
devised  many  liberal 
things  throughout 
his  life,  and  this  be- 
quest was  pre-emi- 
ently  liberal,  and  by 

this  liberality  shall  he  stand  in  the  grateful 
memory  of  all  generations.  Byfield  has  a 
wonderful  record  for  first  things,  but  Dum- 
mer Academy  is  the  most  illustrious  of  all  the 
things  in  which  she  has  taken  the  lead" 

The  illustration  shows  the  little  red  school- 
house  in  which  Master  Moody  taught  his 
first  class  on  the  first  clay  of  March,  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy  years  ago.  It  is  described 
by  Dr.  Ewell  as  a  modest  affair,  a  one  story 
building  about  twenty  feet  square,  and  it  did 
not  have  the  cupola  which  it  now  has.  The 
Mansion  House  and  farm  were     rented     in 
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1762,  the  year  after  Governor  Dummer  died, 
and  the  rent  was  used  to  build  the  school- 
house. 

A  costly  building  was  not  essential  to  the 
success  of  the  school,  for  the  parishioners 
were  so  fortunate  as  to  obtain  the  services  of 
Master  Moody.  He  was  recommended  by  the 
evangelist,  George  Whitefield,  whose  portrait 
now  hangs  in  the  hall  of  the  Mansion  House. 
Mr.  Parsons  appears  to  have  been  a  warm  ad- 
mirer of  Mr.  Whitefield,  welcoming  him  to  his 
house  and  pulpit. 

The  building  of  the  little  red  school-house 

and    the   advent    of 
Mr.  Samuel  Moody 
marked   the    begin  ■ 
ning  of  a  new  era  in 
the  educational  his 
tory      of      Byfield. 
People  had  lived  in 
the  parish  for  more 
than  a  century  and 
a     quarter      before 
that  time,  and  only 
ten  boys   had   been 
sent  to  college.  But 
during     the     period 
of  Master    Moody's 
instruction       alone, 
from  1763  to  1790, 
twenty  college  grad- 
uates   came    out   of 
Byfield,  including  a 
Harvard      president 
and     a     chief     jus- 
tice  of   the   Massa- 
chusetts      Supreme 
Court.     One  histor- 
ian    writes,      "Per- 
haps     no      country 
parish     within     the 
Commonwealth   has 
educated  more  boys 
according      to      its 
population  than  By- 
field." 
Small  as  the  school-house  appears    to    be, 
we  are  told  that  it  housed  from     seventy     to 
eighty  boys  for  many  years.     The    boarding 
students,  who  numbered    about    twenty-five, 
lived  in  the  Mansion  House  under  the  care  of 
Master  Moody's  brother,  Joseph.     Nehemiah 
Cleaveland,  one  of  the  early  masters,  said  that 
perhaps  the  boys  came  to  the  school  "because 
it  had  a  monopoly  in  the  educational  line,  but 
they  remained  because  they  found  there  all 
tnev  could  desire." 

The  Reverend  Moses  Parsons  did  a  good 
morning's  work  that  stormy  day  in  Feb.  1763. 
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OUTDOOR   BOARD  TRACK 

IS   THIRD   WORK    PROJECT 

UNDERTAKEN  BY  STUDENTS 


Carrying  out  the  tradition  of  the  past  two 
years,  the  student  body  has  this  year  contri- 
buted a  board  track  for  winter  and  spring 
activities  in  this  sport.  This  work  project  is 
the  third  of  its  kind,  the  first  being  the  drain- 
ing of  the  athletic  field  by  the  senior  class  of 
1932,  and  the  second  being  the  construction 
of  a  new  hockey  rink  last  fall. 

This  year's  project  may  be  considered  the 
most  ambitious  of  the  three  undertakings, 
since  not  only  more  time  has  been  devoted  to 
its  completion,  but  also  because  the  track  has 
required  considerable  skilled  labor.  Under 
the  careful  leadership  and  supervision  of  Mr. 
Dunning  and  Mr.  Kirk,  every  effort  has  been 
made  to  make  the  track  perfectly  safe  and 
strong  enough  to  stand  the  hardest  wear. 
Each  of  the  320  cedar  posts  has  been  entirely 
creosoted  and  sunk  three  feet  into  a  layer  of 
hardpan  which  makes  the  foundation  both 
staunch  and  weather-proof 

By  careful  foresight  a  group  of  ten  mem- 
bers of  the  work  squad  arduously  dug  a 
quarter  mile  of  drainage  ditches  early  in  the 
fall.  Foresight  was  again  used  when  the 
plans  were  drawn  to  allow  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  60-yard  straightaway  at  some  fut- 
ure date.  As  the  track  now  stands  there  are 
two  85-foot  straightaways  connected  by 
semicircles  which  are  banked  at  an  angle  of 
20  degrees.  The  distance  around  the  com- 
plete oval,  measured  one  foot  fiom  the  in- 
side edge,  is  110  yards.  This  distance  is 
such  that  there  are  sixteen  laps  to  a  mile. 

In  the  construction  of  this  project  a  heavy, 
creosoted  fir  timber  has  been  used     for    the 


skeleton,  and  on  this  are  nailed  nearly  two 
miles  of  1  1-4  inch  spruce  railing  Although 
this  spruce  is  a  sturdy  wood,  it  is  expected 
that  it  must  be  replaced  in  eight  or  ten  years 
because  of  the  wear  of  the  track  spikes. 

Every  student  in  the  school  has  contri- 
buted to  the  construction  of  this  new  track. 
The  small  group  which  began  the  work  in  the 
early  fall  did  the  bulk  of  the  hard  labor,  and 
much  credit  is  due  to  their  loyalty.  The 
squad  was  increased  two  weeks  before 
Thanksgiving  to  twenty,  and  since  the  vaca- 
tion there  have  been  four  squads  of  twenty 
each  working  on  hour  shifts.  Each  boy  in 
school  devotes  three  hours  a  week  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  track. 


WORK  SQUAD  UNDERTAKES 

TREE-PLANTING  PROJECT 


The  work  squad  is  engaged  this  spring  in 
another  tree-planting  project  on  the  campus. 
The  school  has  purchased  some  fifteen  thou- 
sand trees,  composed  of  Norway,  White,  and 
Colorado  Spruce;  Red,  Austrian,  Bull,  and 
Mugho  Pine;  Douglas  Fir  and  Fir  Balsam. 

This  action  is  in  natural  sequence  to  the 
work  begun  last  year  through  a  gift  of  Dr. 
Charles  Ingham,  former  headmaster,  who 
donated  five  thousand  trees  to  be  planted 
around  the  athletic  field.  Dr.  Ingham  was  al- 
so instrumental  in  starting  a  small  nursery  on 
the  hill  behind  the  schoolhouse. 

The  sites  chosen  this  year  are  the  lawn  be- 
tween Peirce  Hall  and  the  turnpike,  the  sec- 
tion around  the  old  hockey  pond,  and  the  area 
just  west  of  the  new  board  track.  In  the 
ravine  in  front  of  Peirce  Hall  some  flowering 
crab,  laurel,  and  azalea  shrubs  have  been 
planted.

GOVERNORS  OPEN  FOOTBALL 

SEASON  WITH  19  -  6  VICTORY 

OVER  TABOR  ACADEMY  TEAM 


In  the  opening  game  of  the  football  season, 
played  against  Tabor  Academy  at  South  By- 
field  on  October  seventh,  Governor  Dummer 
defeated  the  visitors  in  a  thrilling  exhibition 
of  football  by  a  score  of  19  -  6. 

Tabor  started  well  after  receiving  the 
kick-off,  but  the  Governors  soon  took  the  ball 
on  downs  and  started  a  steady  march.  An  in- 
tercepted pass  prevented  a  scoring  threat  dur- 
ing the  first  quarter,  but  the  Governors  con- 
tinued to  hold  the  Marion  team.  The  first 
score  came  near  the  end  of  the  half  when 
Hutchinson  received  a  punt  and  returned  it  to 
Tabor's  thirty-yard  line.  Two  first  downs 
were  made  on  line  plays.  John  Frank  then 
received  a  short  pass  over  center  from  William 
Hutchinson  for  a  touchdown.  With  only  two 
minutes  left  to  play,  the  Tabor  team  received 
the  kick-off,  and  after  two  plays  William  Mur- 
phy intercepted  a  pass.  A  long  pass  to  Frank 
nearly  brought  another  score  as  the  half  ended. 

Two  more  touchdowns  came  in  the  second 
half,  one  when  Hutchinson  carried  the  ball 
through  left  tackle  after  a  sustained  drive  from 
mid-field.     A  twenty-five  yard  pass  to  Shaw 


accounted  for  the  final  score,  and  the  extra 
point  was  allowed  on  a  penalty. 

Academy  Scores  Twice  to  Defeat  Thayer 
in  Last  Home  Contest 

In  a  stirring  and  close  contest  the  Gover- 
nor Dummer  varsity  defeated  Thayer  Acad- 
emy, 13  -  7,  at  South  Byfield  on  Saturday, 
November  4,  bringing  the  home  season  to  a 
close.  Bill  Murphy,  a  consistent  ground- 
gainer  through  the  line,  scored  both  touch- 
downs, and  Mike  Shaw  drop-kicked  the  extra 
point  after  the  first  score. 

On  the  first  play  Thayer  recovered  a  fum- 
ble, marking  the  beginning  of  a  bad  quarter 
for  the  Governors.  Blocked  kicks  forced  them 
back  until  Thayer  took  possession  of  the  ball 
on  the  Governors'  nine  yard  line,  first  down. 
For  four  downs  the  Governors  held,  but  an- 
other blocked  kick  was  recovered  by  John- 
son behind  the  goal  for  a  touchdown.  Ellis 
scored  the  extra  point  with  a  placement  kick.

Hutchinson  kicked  off  to  Jenkins,  who  ran

Deer  field  Wins  Victory  Over  Academy  Team, 
7  -  0,  in  Final  Game  of  Season 

With  six  victories  to  their  credit,  the  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  Academy  football  team 
brought  to  a  close  a  successful,  eight-game 
schedule  at  Deerfield  on  Monday,  November 
27,  by  being  defeated  7-0  in  a  hard-fought 
game.  Lalor  made  the  home  team's  onlv  touch- 
down on  a  cutback  over  left  tackle  in  the 
middle  of  the  second  quarter. 

Bill  Hutchinson  kicked  off  to  McGahan 
who  ran  the  ball  back  fifteen  yards  before  be- 
ing tackled  by  Captain  Dick  Segler.  A  fum- 
bled punt  made  matters  look  serious  for  the 
Governors,  but  Coach  Jacob's  team  held,  and 
immediately  accounted  for  a  first  down  on  a 
pass  from  Hutchinson  to  Herb  Badger.  Unable 
to  gain  on  line  plays,  the  Governors  kicked, 
and  Badger  downed  the  safety  man  in  his 
tracks.
